FROM VENICE TO THE TYROL. 
THE HOME OF TITIAN. 

Snecial Correspondence of The Chieago Tribune. 

Fiorence, Nov, 25.—The Tyrol, in which the 
Dolomite Mountains are situated, is hardly a 
country in which one would expect to find 
mach that could be called fine art, 
but it is connected so intimately with the 
history of art that a description of a journey 
there will not be uninteresting. 

We left Venice with much reluctance, for 
where could we bope to find anything so beauti- 
ful, so poetical, and so dream-like as this city of 
the waters, with its palaces and churches, its 
watery streets and evidences of former great- 
ness, its Titians and Paul Veroneses, and the 
thousand and one enchantments that it cannot 
fail to throw about any one who entersit! Of 
the Paul Veronese picturesl am tempted to 
speak at length. They are met with everywhere 
in Venice, in the galleries, in the churches, on 
the ceilings, and in frames, and they are always 
perfect in drawing, beautiful in arrangement, 
wonderful in color,—but I refrain, lest 
I follow in the footeteps of many, 
and dwell in ecstasy upon the charms 
of Venice. We left Venice by rail, and set our 
faces northwerd towards South Tyrol (which iss 
part of Austria), where 

THE DOLOMITES 
lift their proud heads to the height of 11,000 feet 
above the sea, and where, in a little town, 
Italy, but close to the Austrian frontier,—anJoug 
these sharp, peculiar, and castle-like peaks was 
born Titian, who so loved to introduce his na- 
tive mountaing in the backgrounds of his pic 


tures. 

At Conecliano, a few hours’ ride from Venice, 
and famous as the birth-place of the great 
painter, Cima di Oonogiiano, we took @ car- 
riage, and at 5 in the morning were en our way. 
Almost immediately we entered the mountains, 
though not the mountains that were reserved for 
the following day; but evince the desoription of 
seenery, however wild and beautiful, ia apt to be 
tame avd dull, I pass it by. But 

THE LAGO DI MORTO—THE LAKE OF DEATH— 
is worthy of mention, not more for its natural 
beauty and remarkable appearance thas 
for its up prepossessing name and 
evil reputation. 1s said by the 
dwellers upon its banks that there are whirl- 
pools and mysterious agencies at work that draw 
any Ohe who ventures upon it into the depths 
below. Be this as it may (and the truth of the 
report is epen to much doubt in a country full of 
superstition), it ia certainly an interesting body 
of water. The color ofits placid water strack 
me partiontariv and baffled explanation. 
seen blue waters in our Owe lakes at home, and 
green waters at the seashore, but never have I 
seen either color in such intensity as in the wa- 
ter of this lake. Inthe middle it was of the 
deepest indigo. while m the shadows it shaded 
into the most delicate green, apparently owing 
to some properties of the water itself, and not 
the result of reflection, since the sky was olondy. 
The ruins of achureh ata short distance from 
the lake bors testimony to the violence of an 
earthquake of a few vears ago, and the debris of 
a landslide from the top of a neighbering moun- 
tain made us doubt the safety of immediate 

oximity te its shores. An cccasiona] cross, 

o, marking the spot where some unfortanate 
being had come to an untimely end, tended to 
give ove a feeling of insecurity. 

Journeying by way of Longarone, beautiful 

for situation, but possessing no other interest, 
we came ia sight the second day of the Dolo- 
mites, and at 9 o'clock reached Tai di Cadore, 
whence a walk of a mileor two brought us to the 
place that had been the bright star of our expec- 
tation, 
PIEVE DI CADORE, THE BIRTH-PLACE OF TITIAN. 
Itisa small town with a beautiful ontlook, and 
very little beauty besides, full of old houses, and 
the great church that one invariably finds in evar 
sosmalla town in Itaiy the first thing that 
‘meets the eye. The bouse in which Titian was 
born, and which was owned by his father before 
him. was speedily pointed out by the natives, who 
have learned by experience what strangers come 
tosee. Itis alittle hotise built just as they 
build at the present day in that part of the coun- 
try, of atone aud mortar, with a gable-roof long- 
er of one side than the other, as was the fagbion 
100 years agoin New England. The bouse stands 
with ito gable-end toward a little green, inclosed, 
except where the road enters, by other houses of 
more pretentions porportions. In the centre of 
the green is a fountain with a small time-worn 
and discolored statue of St. Tiziano. From this 
statue Titian is supposed to have derived his 
name. The water runs ag merrily now as it did 
io the youth of the great paioter, and the 
glimpse of the Dolomites beyond the Louse is as 
he sawit. The rest is changed; houses have 
been buiit and destroyed; trees have grown and 
been cut down, and even the one. honse of in- 
terest has been altered to some @xtent, but there 
is enough left to inspire a feeling of veneration 
for the spot. 

Upon the outer wall of this house is a marble 
slab with this inscription : 

In 1477, between these humble walls, Tiziano Vecelli 
came to a celebrated life, from which he departed at 
the age of nearly 100 years, in Venice, on the 24th of 
August, 1576, 

Entering the house, we were shown the close 
—#hbali I call it ?—-where Titian was born, a little 
room on the ground floor, perbaps 8 by 10 feet 
square, whitewashed, with the beams and rough 
woodwork uncovered, and without any attempt 
at nice finishing about it,—in fact, not remarkable 
in any way, ae why should it be, since Titian was 
not remarkable when the event oecurred that 
makes it famones to-day. Oneor two other 
rooms are said to be as they were in Titian's 
tumie. The restare uncertain. The room that 
he used as a studio is still pointed ont, perhaps 
with foundation. It would seem to be the ap- 

one. at least, for it commands a very 
fine. view, with his favorites, the Dolomites, ia 
the distance. The two windows that light it are 
quite low, so that it mnst have been impossible 
to secure the high light that modern painters 
consider so neceasary to good work, and, in fact, 
the place has none of the supposed requirements 
of a stadio, but we must take the word of the 
present occupants, and be satistied regarding its 
identity, There is nothing more of interest to 
be séen in the houee ; it is like any of the poorer 
clase of houses to be found in Italy: those built 
at the present day showing very iittle improve- 
ment over the ancient ones. 

Having beard that there was 

AW BARLY FPRESCO’ BY TITIAN 

in the house adjoining, we repaired thither and 
saw it. It is painted upon a wall which was once 
the outer wall of the house, but which, by pro- 
cesses of rebuilding, has been made to form one 
side of an apartment, It is a small picture rep- 
renepng the Madonna seated on a throne, ex- 
tending her hand toward a boy, who, Kneeling at 
her feet, asks for her bieasiog. The boy ie sup- 
posed to bea portraitof Titian at the time the 

icture was painted,—just before he left his 
Eoane for Venice, in his lith year. One does not 
naturally look for much merit in so early a work. 
The drawing of the figure is bad, and the color- 
ing has been made no better by restoration ; 
still, in the face of the Madonna one fancies he 
sees some peculiarities of the later works and 
much of the sweetness of expression. In fact, 
it is a remarkable work for so young 8 person, 
sithough by no means perfect, and showing that 
Titien did not begin where other people leave off.

We presume tie Pilot would not believe the 
Angel Gaprrer if that celestial individual 
were to tell it that President Grant has 
about as much connection with a secret 
anti-Catholic «.-der as Prus IX. 
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It is by no means probable that there’ is 
any truth in the appalling dispatch from 
Bremerhaven saying that the dynamite 
devil, Tuomas, confessed before his death 
that there was an infernal machine on board 
the steamer Salier, which sailed Dec. 16 in 
place of the Mosel. The alleged fact rests 
only on the authority of a small newspaper 
in Bremerhaven. The Salier was not billed 
to sail until a fortnight hence, and had there- 
fore not received her lading. The cargo and 
surviving pas engers of the Mosel were trans- 
ferred to her. It is highly improbable that 
there were two machines on board the Mosel. 
The mechanic employed by Tomas had 
made only one. In any event, the news, 
even if true, shonld have been suppressed. 
It is sheer cruelty to expose those who have 
friends on the Salier to such racking anxiety. 
If the steamer was overdue at New York, 
then—and not till then—should the item 
have been published. 


The present French Assembly is given the 
power of electing seventy-five Senators, to 
serve for life. The remainder of the Upper 
House is chosen by the different departments, 
and the men elected serve for a term of 
years, like our Senators. It is a very remark- 
able fact that five out of every seven so far 
elected by the Assembly—thirty out of the 
forty-two—are Republicans. This is the 
more surprising, inasmuch as the Assembly 
has been anti-Republican and the whole 
weight of the MacMaron Administration has 
been exerted in behalf of Conservatism. It 
shows that public opinion has greatly changed 
and augurs a sweeping Republican majority 
in the new Assembly, which will be elected 
next spring. France is evidently fast drift- 
ing towards democracy,—whatever that word 
may mean to the Gallic mind. The two 
French Republies of the past have both ended 
their brief lives in despotisms ; it remains to 
be seen whether the third will be equally un- 
fortunate. 


THE SUPREME COURT ELECTION. 
We print this morning a reply from Mr. 
H. B. Huxp to the charges made against him 
in a pamphlet recently published, and the 
authorship of which has been avowed by Mr. 
A. J. Brown, another member of the Chicago 
Bar. We also print enough of this pamphlet 
to render Mr. Hurn’s explanation intelligible 
to those of our readers who have not read 
the pamphiet itself. Mr. Hunrnp, as a candi- 
date for the Supreme Bench from this 
district, is entitled to a careful consideration 
of his defense. It is also fair to remember 
that, while Mr. Brown’s statement happens 
to be made up from records of the Supreme 
Court, it has an evident coloring of personal 
feeling, of the justice of which we leave every 
voter who reads it to determine for himself. 
We shall legeve Mr. Hvuxp’s statement to make 
its own way likewise, and only claim for him 
an impartial hearing. 
But while the record which Mr. Brows 
has made up against Mr. Horp with refer- 
ence to his candidature will unquestionably 
deprive him of many votes, there is alsoa 
record against his competitor which should 
restrain those familiar with it from voting for 
him. We do not refer to anything in the 
personal career of Mr. Dicxzr, but to his 
Official position on certain questions of im- 
portance in this district which render his as- 
pirations for the Supreme Bench peculiarly 
objectionable at this time. Mr. Dicxzry, in 
his present position as law-adviser to the 
City Government of Chicago, took advantage 
of it to advise the Common Council to dis- 
regard an injunction put upon it by the Cir- 
cuit Court, and to set the pernicious, lawless, 
and dangerous example of trampling a ju- 
dicial mandate under foot. For this unpro- 
professional action Mr. Dicxry was cited for 
contempt, and he was subsequently fined 
$100 for the offense. This fine he has never 
paid, but has appealed to the Supreme Oourt, 
and now seeks to become a member of said 
Court before it has passed upon his “con- 
tempt.” Mr. Dickey has also recently given 
an extraordinary opinion that Mr. Corvim 
is entitled to hold the office of Mayor 
eighteen months beyond the term for which 
he was elected, in spite of the plain consti- 
tutional prohibition of the extension of any 
official term. This question the Supréme 
Court, which Mr. Dicker wants to reach, 
will also be called on to decide: We hardly 
suppose that Mr. Dzicxzy will, if elected, 
claim the right of sitting in judgment in_ 
these municipal cases, one of which involves~ 
himself, but his election at this time would 
probably be construed as a popular indorse- 
ment of his course, and would unquestion- 
ably exert a decided influence in the final 
disposition of these cases by that Court. Had 
Mr. Drogey beon nominated to the Supreme 
Court by a convertion of, a great party, and 
withont any agency of his own, he might 
perhaps be exensed for accepting the nomi- 
nation ; but that he has come forward of his 
own motion, and without solicitation from 
any one, is, under the circumstances, peculiarly 
indelicate and offensive. He is really not a 
man who ought to be elected to the Supreme

other side, that the choice is extremely un- 
satisfactory. If both gentlemen were actu- 
ated by high public motives, they would 
unite in a common withdrawal of eed 
names and the presentation of some 
gentleman who would be recognized uni- 
versally as a proper person to be intrusted 
with the highest judicial responsibilities in 
the State. Such a course would place both 
Messrs. Ditxry and Hurp before the people 
in an attitude to atone for everything set up 
against them heretofore, and entitle them to 
the gratitude of the public. 

But we are not aware of any intention on 
the part of either to withdraw, and the peo- 
ple will, therefore, be obliged to select be- 
tween ‘‘two evils,” and each man, according 
to his best light, *‘ choose the least,” or re- 
frain from voting, as many undoubtedly 


will do. 
SEW WARD APPORTIONMENT, 

The Cammon Council has not yet acted on 
the matter of reapportioning the wards, as 
required by the present charter. The twenty 
wards must be compressed into eighteen 
sometime before the next municipal election 
in April or the people will be obliged to elect 
thirty-six Aldermen on a general ticket, which 
in some respecta would be the best thing 
that could happen, as it would give the voters 
a chance to elect a larger number of intelli- 
gent and honest members than they are like- 
ly to do by the ward system. 

There is said to exist a division of opinion 
in the Common Council as to the number of 
wards to assign to each division of the city. 
Some of the West Side Aldermen are report- 
ed to insist on giving that division of the 
city ten of the eighteen wards, and the 
other two divisions only eight. They 
claim that if a census were now taken 
it would entitle that portion of the city to 
ten wards. The representatives of the other 
two divisions reply that the late election 
shows that there are as many cilizens and 
voters in the South and North Divisions (and 
nearly twice as much taxable property) as in 
the West Division, and that if the West 
Division numbers more than half the popula- 
tion of the city, the excess consists of aliens, 
and thatit would hardly be fair or just to 
take away a ward from citizens to give it to 
aliens. The last election presents the fol- 
lowing results :

In the North Division. oa 
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This is not enough to constitute one-fifth 
of award. If the West Division should be 
given ten wards—one to represent aliens— 
and the other two divisions only eight, there 
will be great difficulty in rearranging the new 
wards to match with either the State appor- 
tionment for Senatorial and Legislative Dis- 
tricts, or with the Gongressional apportion- 
ment, and confusion and trouble will un- 
doubtedly be the result. The common-sense 
proposition would be to let the present nine 
wards in the West Division remain substan- 
tially as they are now, and for the South 
Division to consolidate the First and Second 
Wards into one, and the North Division to 
unite the*Nineteenth and Twentieth together. 
By this arrangement no Senatorial District 
would be deranged nor the lines of any Con- 
gressional District be changed, nor would any 
voting precincts be disturbed. In four years 
from next June there will be a new Federal 
census of the city, after which, and based 
upon which, a new Aldermanic ward appor- 
tionment can properly and safely be con- 
structed. 


THE CHUSCH SIDE OF CHURCH TAXATION. 

The President has stated the question of 
taxing church property from the side of the 
State alone. Thus viewed, it is easy to see 
that the State would gain by am impartial 
system of taxation. Hence many may sup- 
pose that the Church would be correspond- 
ingly the loser. But this does not follow, 
since in every proceeding of true equity all 
parties are real)y the gainers, as in an honest 
inter-trade in business. It js not to be de- 
nied, indeed, that church expenses would be 
somewhat increased by the tax laid; but this 
would be partly met by the decrease of the 
individual tax of the members of the congre- 
gation, each of whom now pays his own 
share anda portion of that of the Church 
also. The poor churches have cheap houses 
of worship, and their tax would be small. 
They might think it a burden at first; and so 
they would think their insurance a burden if 
somebody had always paid it for them; but 
in time they would become accustomed to the 
necessary expense. Our forebodings of evil 
in changing from old customs are usually ex- 
aggerated. 

Take a parallél instance. The clergy used 
to be exempt from military service; and some 
of them were foolish enough to complain 
when they were subjected to the draft in the 
late War. But calmer thought showed that a 
nation’s claim, ina time of deadly straggle, 
is upon all citizens alike; and this claim a 
clergyman should rejoice to meet, that he 
might exhibit the same patridtism with the 
members of his flock. To be exempt was an 
injustice to others; it took from the bright- 
neas of his example as a patriot; and it di- 
minished his influence with the people. The 
case is the same in the States (such as New 
York) which exempt the clergy from taxa- 
tion. It was common to balance this by de- 
priving them of a right to vote, or to hold 
office. But who cannot see that it is more 
honorable for the clergy to bear the same 
burdens of taxation with others, and then to 
enjoy similar privileges? They are thus 
more self-respecting, and can 
appeal to others in matters of State policy. 
The exemption usage furnishes an argument 
to infidelity. Thus Moruzy, the biographer 
of Votrarre, writes: *‘ The direct refusal of 
the clergy in 1750 to consent to pay their 
share of the taxes like other citizens, though 


in the realm, moved him to insist, in a vig- 
orows pamphlet, that the distinction in a 
kingdom “between spiritual and temporal 
powers is.a relie of barbarism;. . . . 
that superstition inevitably tends to make bad 
citizens, and therefore Princes ought to pro- 
tect philosophy, which destroys superstition.” 
It needs smal] argument to show that when, 
in this matter of tax-paying, the clergy and 
the churches shall set the example of “ ren. 
dering unto Czsan the things that are 
Casan 's,” they will have more power in ap- 
pealing to the irreligious to render ** unto 
aa ee 
true honor of the churches 

they should break this last link which _ 
nects them with the State, and makes them 
the recipients of its bounty. The primitive 
churches had no State charity, in gifts or in 
exemptions ; and why should modern church- 
es receive it which abound so much more in 
wealth? If churches are to be viewed as be- 


| now stands, the State of Illinois gives by tax- 
exemption a quarter of a million of dollars 
every year to the churches; and this is ex- 
torted from the tax-payers, whether they be 
worshipers or non-attendants at church, 
Christians, Jews, or infidels! And yet men 
talk of no connection between Chureh and 
State, and affirm that in this land no man 
is compelled to pay anything towards the 
support of religious ideas and forms in which 
he does not believe! What party would dare 
even to introduce a bill into the Legis’s ure 
which should appropriate from the Tiea ury 
$225,000, to be distributed among all the 
religious denominations according to their 
membership, or their property invested in 
real estate? No matter what arguments 
might be urged as to the usefulness of 
churches to the community in moral respects, 
the propdsal would be unanimously rejected 
as inconsistent with a thorough separation of 
Church and State. But the principle is not 
at all changed when the same sum in taxes 
is remitted to the churches. To give it to 
them before it reaches the Treasury is to 
change the form but not the reality of the 
appropriation. 

The churches should not be willing to 
stand in this position, and to give occasion 
for the taunt of the unbeliever. The senti- 
mental idea that Christianity has a kind of 
homage paid to it by this exemption of 
church property is a delusion. For the 
exemption applies equally to heresy as to 
orthodoxy, to Romanism as to Protestant- 
ism, to Deism or Spiritualism eas to Chris- 
tianity. Certainly no special honor is put 
upon the truth as such, while from the point 
of view of any particular religionist the 
State does a great deal to aid in the propaga- 
tion of error. The United States census 
of 1870 gives the church property of 
the leading denominations thus: Roman 
Catholics, $70,000,000; Methodists, $70,- 
000,000; Presbyterians, $48,000,000; Bap- 
tists, $39,000,000 ; Episcopalians, $36,000,- 
000; Congregationalists, $25,000,000; the 
Liberal sects, $12,000,000. We omit the 
fractions. Now why should Protestant pri- 
vate property be compelled to help pay the 
annual tax of $700,000 that Romish church 
property ought to bear? Or why should 
Romish tax-payers assume part of the 
$2,300,000 which leading Protestant denomi- 
nations ought to be paying into the State 
Treasuries? Or why should evangelical and 
non-evangelical sects be compelled to bear 
one another’s public burdens? But if all 
church property paid its own tax, this confu- 
sion and injustice would end, and each class 
of religionists would draw simply upon its 
own resources. 

And then so far as this should bring pe- 
cuniary pressure upon the churches, as such, 
the fact would be attended with several com- 
pensatory consequences. It would be a 
motive for the members to pay more careful 
attention to politica, that the taxes might not 
be made heavy by wastefulness and cor 
ruption. The spur of self-interest might 
thus do what right principle has been slow 
to accomplish. Then, again, in small com- 
munities it would operate to produce relig- 
ious union, gnd to prevent the needless erec 
tion of churches not demanded by the popu- 
lation, but built in the heat of a quarrel or 
under the prompting of sectarian ambition. 
And, further, a healthfully repressive 
influence would be exerted on the 
erection of unduly expensive and luxurious 
churches. Why should a single Episecupal 
or Presbyterian church, in tax-burdened New 
York City, like Trinity or Dr. Haux’s, cost a 
million of dollars, and a Romish cathedral on 
Fifth avenue three or five millions, and yet 
be exempt from all tates ? Certainly it is 
vain to plead the poverty of the builders, and 
itis unjust to throw their proper burden 
upon others. Itis dishonorable to religion 
in general thus to treat it asachild that 
cannot support itself without State aid, and 
it is a temptation to Romanists to acquire for 
their Church, here as in the Old World, vast 
landed estates, to be held free of taxation. 
The true spirit of Christianity unites with 
that of our Republican institutions in secur- 
ing a total separation of Church and State, 
financially as well as otherwise. Let the 


Church no longer play the pauper! 
THE CHICAGO LIBRARY BOARD. 

There are a number of good men on the 
Board which manages our Public Library. 
They attend the meetings with commendable 
regularity. They gracefully retreated—when 
compelled to do so—from their rash resolu- 
tion to shut up the Library at 6 o'clock and 
so make it useless to a great number of its 
most constant patrons, who can conveniently 
visit it only after that hour. The Board, in 
short, despite some blunders, is evidently 
anxious to do the best it cam. It is necessary 
to enlighten it by pointing out one very 
grave blunder, which has marked the man- 
agement from the outset, and in which there 
has so far been no sign of reform. The 
Library is a machine for supplying books to 
the public. It fulfills this function well 
enough, but the books it supplies are 
not just.what they should be, and this 
makes the’machine in some measure a useless 
one. Burpzn’s horse-shoe machine, which 
has made an enormous fortane for the in- 
ventor and his children, is valuable, not so 
much because it makes shoes as because it 
makes good and valuable ones. If they were 
bad, the machine would not be worth a cent. 
Now it is evident that the great buik of the 
books distributed by our Public Library are 
not useful. They are largely trashy novels. 
Reading such staff does not feed the youth- 
ful mind; it poisons it rather. It does not 
cultivate a taste for reading valuable books, 
any more than feeding a child with sugared 
rum will give ite taste for beefsteaks or bacon.

When we take this matter-of-fact view of 
the Public Library as a part of the public 
school system, the mistake of the present 
management becomes patent. If this mat- 
ter receives the serious consideration 
it deserves, there will surely be a 
change. We are not advocating the 
total suppression of novels, by any 
means. A public library without them 
would be only less absurd than a public 
library wholly composed of them. But this 
department should not crowd every other 
into insignificance, and it should be made up 
of masterpieces of fiction, pure thoughts in 
pure English, not trashy thoughts in impure 
English. There are books on the shelves of 
the Library now which cannot be read with- 
out impairing a boy’s or girl’s command of 
good English and lowering his or her moral 
tone. This ought not to be. 
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ABSURD SOCIAL DISCRIMINATIONS. 
The disposition of the seats at Prof. 


Swrvo’s Central Church is the most substan- 
tial tribute that could have been paid to that 
eloquent gentleman, and the best evidence of 
the wide esteem in which he is held in this 
community. There is probably no other 
clergyman in the West who could have broken 
away from old dogmatic fetters and set up 
an independent church that would attract 
the same number of followers, and 
unite so much intelligence, character, 
and worth, in permanent association. 
The expenses of the Central Church will 
probably come within $12,000 a year, while 
the expenses of other churches with one- 
quarter as numerous congregation and com- 
fortable accommodations, greatly exceed that 
sum. A church-edifice, used but one day in 
the week, represents an investment, we will 
say, of $200,000, or $20,000 a year, and the 
expenses of the minister, the financial agent, 
the choir, the sexton, etc., amount to $15,000 
more. A church comfortably accommodating 
1,000 people, with a popular minister and 
attractive choir, represents an annual cost of 
fiom $35,000 to $40,000 a year, including the 
investment, as against $12,000 in the present 
enterprise, which will accommodate 2,000 
worshipers. This makes a vast difference in 
the cost per Christian. 

The sale of the seats in Prof. Swino’s 
Church developed, nevertheless, the tendency 
of American society to make absurd discrim- 
inations on & mere money basis. The scale 
of prices included seats at $20 a year, $12, 
$8, and $5. In point of comfort, the seats at 
$20, $12, and $8, are precisely alike, and, in 
point of location and desirability, there is 
little difference between them. In view of 
the fact that the complaint of hard times is 
universal, and that everybody dwells upon 
the necessity of retrenching in personal 
expenses, it would be natural to sup- 
pose that the lower-priced places with 
equal advantages would be taken at 
first. As a matter of fact, the sale 
was just the other way. All the $20 seats 
were taken before the $12 seats, and the $12 
seats before the $8 seats, while there was 
scarcely any demand for $5 seats. We do 
not know of a more striking instance of the 
absurd American aristocracy based upon 
money distinctions. There were unquestion- 
ably those who retained $20 seats merely on 
account of the foolish pride which suggests 
to every American citizen that he must pay 
as much money for what he uses as every 
other American citizen, and that he is dis- 
graced in some mysterious manner if he is 
deprived of this glorious privilege. ‘There 
were undoubtedly those who paid $20 in the 
full consciousness that the $8 seats were 
equally desirable, and that their finances 
scarcely warranted the unnecessary expend- 
iture of the difference. 

It is this general aristocratic sentiment 
based upon money that, more than anything 
else, impairs the usefulness of our church or- 
ganizations. The same spirit that manifested 
itself in the selection of seats in the Central 
Church leads the members of other churches 
to indulge their fashionable foibles. Every 
woman feels that she must have a -ew fall or 
a new spring bonnet, made by the most fash- 
ionable milliner, and the latest eut in dress, 
in order to appear in her customary place in 
the house of worship. Every pater-familias 
is impelled to pay as much for his pew, to 
put as much money in the contribution-box, 
to give as freely at the church fairs, and in 
every other way assert his moneyed equality 
as conspicuously as uis neighbor. It is this 
common weakness that has converted so many 
of our churches into great repositories of 
fashion, which are oked upon in much the 
same way asthe ‘‘opening”™ at the nobbiest 
retail dry-goods establishment. It is this 
false pride which excludes many from church- 
going among the Protgstant churches, and 
betrays many others into expenditures which 
they cannot afford. 

The same prejudice extends to other walks 
of life, and particularly to the amusements 
of the people. It has grown upon them to 
such an extent as actually to deprive therm of 
some of the best class of public entertain- 
ments. Opera-going has become so costly, 
with the universal greed for the highest- 
priced seats and the sine qua non of car- 
riages, bouqueta, and opera-costumes, that 
people, unwilling to part company with their 
prejudices, stay away, and the opera is vir- 
tually discontinued as one of our regular 
amusements. So, in our theatres, the best 
locations, or at least locations just as good as 
any other, remain empty on account of the 
distinction in price, while the people com- 
plain of high prices and remain at home. 
The orchestra-chairs of to-day which sell for 
a dollar were formerly called the “pit,” and 
looked down upon by the people in the gal- 
lery above with contempt. Now, the baleony, 
which was formerly the preferred location, 
because it was the highest-priced, and which 
is stillas desirable as any other part.of a 
well-constructed theatre, is deserted because 
there is an insane notion that there is some 
disgrace in paying 25 cents or 50 cents less 
for the same entertainment than 
else has paid. A similar prejudice extends 
to railroad-travel, and has resulted in there 
being but one class of cars, while there should 
be three or four. In hotel-life, in dressing, in 
carriages, and every other social appendage, 
this foolish money-distinction is observed by 
people who would be offended if they were 
told that they lack common-sense.

not be allowed repetition. It was turning 
justice into barbarous cruelty and making 
the gallows an instrument of torture instead 
of sharp and quick punishment. We have 
no heart to inflict upon our readers a repeti- 
tion of the horrible scene which was wit- 
nessed by 300 of the Sheriff's “invited 
guesta,” who ought not to have been there, 
and so demoralized them that they came near 
cutting the man down to end the wretched 
The crime of murder deserves no 
pity. It should be punished in. every in- 
stance with death ; but neither the interests 
of justice or humanity are subserved by mak- 
ing that deajh a horribly prolonged tor- 
ture. This is. only inhuman cruelty, not 
just The punishment for 
murmder should be short, sharp, terri- 
ble, and as instantaneous 
Death by hanging, 
mode of punishment is unattended by any ac- 
cident or derangement of circumstances, is 
unnecessarily crnel; bat when the knot be- 
comes displaced or the rope breaks, as very 
often happens, it isa barbarous and savage 
form of torture, which is a disgrace to and 
blot upon civilization. It is an argument 
against justice. Its tendency is to furnish 
the maudlin sympathizers with murderers 
with a powerful plea againat capital punish- 
ment. Its effect upon the whole public is 
demoralizing. The remedy is a very clear 
one, It is to abolish hanging alto gether and 
substitute some other form of punishment 
which shall be more instantaneous in its op- 
eration. The most merciful form seems to 
be the Spanish garrote, which pierces the 
spinal column with a sharp point or blade, 
and produces immediate death. There may 
be a supreme instant of suffering, but noth. 
ing more, and there is never any danger that 
the victim will suffer torture or be conscious 
of suffering. In death by the rope, even 
where the halter works perfectly, suffering is 
prolonged, and the struggles and contortions 
last from five to fifteen minutes, according 
to the victim's vitality. The guillctine 
and the military punishment by shooting 
are each preferable to the clumsy and uncer- 
tain practice of hanging. If it is tobe contin- 
ued, its cruelty should at least be mitigated 
by the use of anesthetics. The object of 
capital punishment is not to inflict pain,— 
which is mere vengeful cruelty,—but to re- 
move the murderer from the world in retribu- 
tion for his crime and in defense of society. 
Another phase of the New York execution 
deserves to be condemned in the severest 
manner, and that is the admission of several 
hundred people by the Sheriff to witness the 
horrible scene. It strips the execution of the 
solemn character which should surround it, 
fills the victim with bravado and insolence, 
gives him the impression of being a hero, 
demoralizes the crowd which attends, and 
sows the seeds of future crime. . The pun- 
ishment be as secret as it ie swift, and 
no one should witness it except the officials 
whose duty requires them to be present, and 
the jury. Viewed in its most favorable 
aspects, the New York execution was a 
sickly, sorry, brutal spectacle, the like 
of which, it is to be hoped in the interests 
of humanity and justice, may never occur

THE DRAMA. 


IN CHICAGO. 
PROTECT THE POOR actors! 

A department of native industry that es- 
pecially needs the fostering care of Government 
ie the dramatic profession. Heaven knows 
American actors are generally, in a double 
sense, poor enough. No wonder they are so. 
Driven from pillar to post by unsympathizing 
managers, pelted with abuse by a seusoless 
public, compelled to assist in antic perform- 
ances as a capricious popular taste demands 
them, it is not strange that so mavy actors lose 
pride in their profession and in themselves. We 
fancy some very fine people, who deal in phi- 
lanthropy during the warm summer-days and 
write books about it in mid-winter, have no 
idea how speciaily the stage is cursed by pov- 
erty. It would be an unpleasant, but, perhaps, 
also a profitable, task to collect statistics re- 
lating to the average fortunes of stock-acters 
and actresses at the time of their death. 
The resuit would be startliog if only 
the mumber of those who died in 
want, or depending upom charity for mere 
subsistence, could be arrived at. Another sad 
and useful inquiry would be as to the reasons 
why so many stage-people die poor. The search 
need not be long. Mere exuberance of apirits, 
leading to improvidence, has ruiaed many. Love 
of drink attacks tne men; ilove of dress the 
women. The profession is proverbially careless 
of money, and profuse in ite expenditures. Its 
life is passed in an artificial atmosphere whica 
makes the blood run notously through the veins, 
the heart beat quickly, and the bram work to 
littie purpose. The scenes of mock splendor in 
which it moves stimulate the imagination and 
give toreal life an air of vanity and morality. 
hese reasons suffice toshow why so many Amer- 
ican actors are poor in money; and it is an easy 
step hence to an explanation of their poverty of 
spirits. Wauot of money itself is the maiu cause ; 
a certain social inferiority which the silly aod 
powerful people of fashion have in some meas- 
ure succeeded in imposing upon players is an- 
other; the very precariousneas of their subsist- 
ence, which is often entirely subject to the ca- 
price of a maoager, is a third ; anu a dozen more 
of less imporsance might be cited if time and pa- 
tience could be spared for thecatslogue. Bus 
let us take the facts as being established. There 
cau then be little cavil at the pro tion broadly 
stated tbat the Government ought to protect the 
Dramatic Profession of America. Our Govern- 
ment, sioce the War, bas taken cognizance of 
only one kind of Protection—the Protection af- 
forded by a tariff. Let us, then, petition for a 
tariff? om foreign actors. A specific duty of 
$1,000, and aa ad valorem duty of 50 per cent, on 
each and every actor aod actress from En- 
giand, Ireland, Scotland, or France, would 
answer the purpose. Perbaps there should be 
some special discrimination against French 
actresses, for they are especially damaging to 
American home industry. ra-bouffe singers 
should be taxed doublegthe above rates. They 
add to tho advantages of cheap foreign edaca- 
tions, againet which native talent cannot com- 
pete, peculiar fascinations of style and manner 
which Americans can never learn. Besides the 
geveral tax on completed actors, a special tariff 
might be arranged to exclude certain qualities 
of person and mind. A tax on blonde hair would 
be a good thing. So would one on Lord Dun- 
dreary whiskers ; on false calves, false noses, 
rubber stomachs, liquid eyes, pearly teeth, 
painted hands and cheeks. A roup li-tax 
should be put on the bewitching Adelaide Neil- 
son, atid a rounder one on Aimee. Rignolid, 
Montagu, Sothern, Toole, and in  gen- 
era! the English type of manly beaaty, 
should be taxed out of the country. Perhaps 
the collection of a tax thus imposed would be 
difficult at first. Attempts at evasioe would be 
numberiess, and many of them would be suo- 
cessful. But in the course of time a rigid sys 
tem of imspection would remove all cause of 
complaint on the part of home actors, A simple 
stamp simply imposed upon a conspicuous part 
of the foreigners would at once reveal whether 
they had met the demands of the Revenue or 
noi. A greea stamp over Soldene’s mouth, a 
red rag upon the left eye of Adelaide Neiison, 
would remove all doubt as to their character in 
ite relation to the United States Treasury, and at 
the same time assist the spectator io singling 
out the most prominent part of the performer's 
face. If a tariff should- be thus imposed 
and piousiy collected, the most en- 
couraging results would follow. The wiider- 
ness in which native talent now pines and 
starves would blossom like a rose. American 
actors would nolonger feel chill penury. Uader 
the Benign protection of a gracious Government, 
new actors would risé upin all parts of the 
country. There would still be no schools for 
actors, because there would be no need of them. 
lospiration would serve, inatead of study and 
experience. The average life would be longer, 
because the men would drink champagne io 
piace of gin, and the women would not die from 
envy at seeing other women better dressed than 
themselves. Is there among the actors of 
America one so dead who would not be freed 
from the thralidom of a foreign yoke? 
if apy there be, he should retire at 
once from the profession, and leave 
to his more earnest brethren and sisters 
the bringing about of a millennium in Dramatic 
Art. An actor is entitled to the same protec- 
tion as a publisher, or an author, or a pig of 
iron, or a baie of cloth. His olaimas, if only 
they are earnestly pressed, cannot be overiooked 
by a paternal and ail-wise Goverument. Amer- 
ica is waiting for the man who shail occupy io 
this movement the position of Father Kelley 
with respect to the lron ladustry of the country. 

THE WEEK AT M'VICKER’S 
was not entirely satisfactory, though Miss How- 
ard met ali the expectations that had been formed 
concerning ber. She is pleasing, earnest, 
and talented. She did all that was expected of 
her at McVicker’s, and the audiences were general- 
ly satisfied with her performances. The principal 
trouble was with the stock company, which gave 
the worst performance in *‘ Hun Down ” that 
has been seen atthe theatre this season. The 
play had been well rehearsed, and it was mount- 
ed superbly, as is the custom at McVicker’s; but 
it was atrociously mangled in the acting.

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An Interview with the Man Himself 
-—How He Looks, and What 
He Says. 


He Claims that the Jersey-City Presby- 
tery Dispased of All the Charges 
Against Him ; 


Tells Hard Stories of Miss Pome- 
roy, and of Her Relatives 
and Friends; 


And Declares His Intention to Remain 
in His Present Home. 


From Our Own Correspondent. 

Heway, I[ll., Dec. 18.—Until very recently, few 
people outside this immediate neiguborhood had 
heard of this Town of Henry, and the townsfolk 
didn’t reckon it much of a place anyhow. But 
now, Henry, instead of being vaguely remem- 
bered by the outside world as the site of the big 
lock on the river, is one of the most extensively- 
advertised places in the West. It has given 
birth to.a sensation of quite extensive propor- 
tions, and decidedly unique in its way; and the 
town, in consequence, feels ‘its consequence ; 
and every man, woman, and child, in the town, 
in consequence, also feels consequential, and is, 
so to speak, filled to overflowing with a sexse of 
the maguitade of this same sensation, which al! 
seem intent upon magnifying. 

IT’s ALL ABOUT GLENDENNING ; 
and Henry bes loomed up into extraordinary 
prominence aé the town to which be has been 
calied to officiate as a minister of the Gospel, — 
the extraordinary fact thet such a town could 
be found being what excited the sensation and 
gives promipence to Henry. The sickening 
scandal in which he Jateilv figured at Jersey City 
need not be recounted in detail. Newspaper- 
readers will remember that it was proved, by 
testimony conclusive to evervbody except the 
Presbytery which tried shim, that Glendenning, 
with promise of marriage, seduced Mary Pom- 
eroy, the organist of bis church, and that, 
when her shame could no longer be con- 
cealed, and she had confessed the truth, he, by 
flourishing a pistol, frightened the wretched 
woman, about to become a mother, and sick and 
heart -broken as she was, into signing a retrac- 
tion, exculpating him. A few weeks after, un- 
able to bear up under the burden of her shame 
aod bis guilt, she died ; and John S. Glenden- 
ning willjbe longest remembered for the coward- 
ice with which then, to shield bimself, he sought 
to heap infamy upon her in her grave. Her 
death saved him from conviction in a court of 
law, for there was no wituess left to testify to 
his guilt. But an ecclesiastical tribunal—the 
Presbytery of Jersey City—leid hold upon his 
case; and, as Mankind nowadays expect of 
ecclesiastical tribunals in such cases, acquitted 
him ; but the acquittal was of 
THE MOST DAMNING SORT. 

With all the pressure that could be brought to 
bear, he was aéquitted of the charge of seduc- 
tion under promise of marrage, by judgment of 
five of lis judges that he was proved guilty, 
against the votes of sixteen that he was not 
proved guilty; of the charge of bastardy, he 
was acquitted by verdict of nine of them that 
he was guilty, to twelve who voted not guilty ; 
and of obtaining the retraction by threats and 
violence, two of his judges voted to find him 
guilty.

From this conviction-acquittal, which would 
have driven him from the pulpit, Glendenning 
appealed to the Synod, which enabled. him, 
pending the appeal, to retain his pulpit and 
draw his salary, until he found it necessary to 
withdraw his appeal, and the action of the Pres- 
bytery stood confirmed, aod, by the withdrawal, 
he escaped expulsion from the ministry. This 
much of his record is briefly recapitulated, that 
those who have forgotten may recall who this 
man John 8. Giendennipng is.

#1,000. And now this hitherto quiet burg is to 
be rent in twain by the rival churches; and evi- 
dently, in the name of the meek aad lowly Mas- 
ter, a sad harvest of hates and backbitings has 
been sown, to bear eyil fruits aod unchristian 
contention and strife. The supporters of Gien- 
denning, «as of Gourse, proceed upon 
the assumption that he is a uted 
individual; that he has been scquitted 
of the charges against him, bat is 
vursued by wicked malignity; and that it is 
their duty to stand by him. ‘“ Whatever they 
may say about it,” as several of them have said 
tome, “no man can preach and pray with the 
earnestness and fervor does and be guilty of 
such crimes as are charged against him. While 
he preaches as be does we can’t beheve them. 
He is the best preacher we ever bad, and we are 
wiilhng to pay his salary to bave him stay ; and 
it’s none of the affairs of thoge who don’t care to 
hear him aod do net contribute to the support of 
the church.”

18.—Oakey Hall in his time 
has played many parte; first a reporter on the 
Tribune; he subsequently became editor of the 
Review,a weekly paper in the interest of the 
Tweed Ring, with which he became politically con-

BADLY CRIPPLED.

Boerox, Dec. 18.—The Eastern Railroad Com- 
pany is trying to start some system of relief for 
ite embarrassment.

A 
young colored lady presented Forrest with “sa 
bouquet, and Forrest returned thanka, sayiog, 
among other things, that “‘he always loved the 
ladies”; which some of his old frienda, who 
kpew him when his business was to buy and sell 
* ladies,” maliciously asserted that they kuew 
to be true as to the good-looking ones in 
whom he dealt. It was reported that Gal- 
loway and Pillow were jealous and somewhat 
chagrined because they did not receive the same 
attentionsas Forrest in the matter of flowers and 
80 on. This wante confirmation. They all three 
assured the negroes of their updying friendship 
for them, and rejoiced greatly that African eyes 
were at last anointed so that they could see 
clearly who were their real friends, who, they 
rose to explain, were, always had been, aod 
always would be, the men who had once owned, 
solid, and licked them.

BASE BALL. 
CONFERENCE AT LOUISVILLE. 

One of the very best base ball-organizations in 
the country is the new one at Louwieville, and, 
without discussing the merits of the players en- 
gaged, it may be said that no association or cor- 
poration at the back ofa club excela the Louis- 
ville in those things which go to make the 
exhibition respectable and give it character. 

Some time ago the officers of the Chicago, St. 
Louis, and Cincinnati clubs received and accept- 
ed invitations to meet and consult with the 
Louisvilies, and Thursday the conference as- 
sembled in a pleasant parior in the Louisville 
Hotel.

THE PIGEONS AT DEXTER PARK. 

Mention has been made recently of a move- 
ment to oust Mr. William Wachter from the #u- 
perintendency and care of the extensive pigeoa- 
coops at Dexter Park, where there are at present 
about 3.500 domesticated birds, or doves as they 
are commonly called, acd some 1,000 or 1,200 
wild pigeons. The supervision of this extensive 
collection involves the exercise in no small de- 
gree of patience, skill, watchfulness, and a nice 
knowledge of the habits and needs of the feath- 
ered boarders, whose appetites are difficult and 
exacting, and for whose health and comfort the 
most thorough sanitary regulations are requi- 
site. None bat sportamen know how essential 
it is that the birds kept on hand 
for trap-shooting should be well cared 
for, and how quickly the effects of 
ignorance or slovenliness are visible. Hitherto 
no fault has been found with the management 
of the birds in the Dexter Park coops, and the 
shooting clubs using the admirable grounds and 
conveniences provided by Col. Mansur have had 
no occasion to desire a change in any respect. 
Of course the movement to oust Mr. Wachter 
from the charge of the pigeon-coops is in the 
interest of an individual, and not of the clubs. 
A recent visitjof inspection by a party of un- 
biased gentlemen, incinding several representa- 
tives of the press, established beyond question 
the fact that the pigeons are in excellent hands. 
The coops are models of cleanliness and con- 
venient arrangement, and the resalt is visible at 
a glance in the clean, pure, fine plumage of the 
birds, which are in perfect feather. They are as 
fat. sleek, and strong as any tra r could 
wish to see brought upon the field in an im- 
portant match—in short, as fine a lot of birds 
as ever were seen.

TBOUBLE OVER THE PACIFIC BLOCK. 

A lengthy bill was filed yesterday by Bezaleel 
W. Philli and Jacob Weil inst James E. 
Tyler, H. M. Shepherd, M. W. Fuller, M. B, 
Clancy, and the unkuown holders of certain 
notes made by complainants, in which they pt ve 
an account of a real estate speculation m w 
they were interested, and its unfortunate 
termination. It appears from the allegations of 
the bill that in June, 1872, Phillips and Weil 
leased from Mark B. Claney for a term of ninety- 
nine years, Lots 1 and 6,in Block 123 of the 
School-Section Addition, the annual rental being 
$8,000. Soon after the making of the lease 
James B. Tyler bought a one-third interest in 
the lease, and it was then agreed that complain- 
ants’ were to contribute $20,000, and Tyler $25,- 
000 toward building on the land, each person 
to have a one-third interest in the ownership of 
the lease and building and in the profits to be 
derived from it. A building was thereupon 
erected on the land, being on the southeast cor- 
ner of Van Buren and Olark streeta, costing 
$90,000, and called the Block. 

In March 1873, the complainants,—Tyler and 
one William Moseback,—procured s loan of $365,- 
000,. giving as security thirty-five notes for $1,000, 
eagh with interest at 10 per cent, and maturing 
—Tnee, and also a trust-deed on the Pacific 


other property for the land of Phillips and Weil, 
and was to give a bond of indemnity to them for 
the faithful performance of his promise. He 
was also to assume the mortgegs and about 
$7,500 taxes and back rent. 

Lhe complainants now that Tyler has 
not kept his agreement at all, and that, on ac- 
count of the non-payment of the interest on the 
trust-deed, the Trustee, Shepherd, advertised to 
sell the leasehold, interest, and building yester-

PERSONAL TAXES. 
. WHY THEY ARE INFLATLD. 

The tax-payers of South Chicago are now re- 
ceiving their annual notification from Collector 
Evans, which comes, however, this year in dapli- 
cate and in more portentous form than ever be- 
fore. He has sent out notices to all the persons 
assessed for personal property requiring them 
to call in and pay the city tax thereon. 
Since the property-holders in question find 
from his cireular that their city tax is 
about twice what it was last year, 
they are thrown into great perplexity, 
especially as the State, county, town, and park 
taxes assessessea on the same valuation will 
have to be paid in a short time. Owing to the 
fact that Evans receives 2 per cent on all the 
money collected by him, he has been especially 
conscientious about sending out these notices, 
and the probability is that every person whose 


pame figures on the Collector’s books has re- 


ceived and pondered one of these little appeals. 
On a rough average, the city’s personal-property 
tax is about twice what it was last year. It is 
oy en the hundred, while last year it was 
$1.50. 
THE INCREASE Is DUE TO TWO CAUSES, 
the chief one being the fact that the valuation 
of real estate is only about half what it was last 
year for city taxation, while the assessment of 
personal property remains the same ; that is to 
say, the City of Chicago wants for city purposes 
$5,124,000 levied on the State assessment of 
$42,000,000 of personal property and $125,000,000 
of real estate. Now, the last city assessment 
was about $45,000,000 of personal property and 
$258,000,000 “of real estate. This reduc- 
tion of a hundred millions in the aasess- 
ment of real estate necessarily throws a 
heavier burden upon those who are unfortunate 
enough to personalty. This gi 
variation is principally due to 
MR.
